CHICAGO, August 23.—"There can 


toe only one outcome to the war which 
is, I think, inevitable between England 
and the Boer Government, and that is 
complete victory for England and the 
political ruin of Oom Paul," said Jas.

Gage Must Solve. 


'ten to Raise More Money by Means «f ttw 


. Revenue Law -May Issue More

NEW YORK, August 22.—A special 


o the Tribune from Washington says: 
Secretary Gage is engaged in the task 
f -ascertaining whence the funds are 
o come with which to pay the largely 
ncreased army recently determined 
n 'by the President and Secretary 
loot This increase makes demands 
in the treasury that may well cause 
ome concern among its chief officials. 
The receipts of the Government .did not- 
meet the extraordinary expenditures 
when.the army was smaller, and•• the 
problem of how to meet the cost of 
0,000 additional troops gives .the 
Treasury Department some uneasiness. 


Secretary Gage has ample authority, 


t is asserted, to issue more bonds for 
he prosecution of the war in the Phil- 
ppines. The war-revenue law author- 
zed the issue of $100,000,000 worth of 
certificates of indebtedness and $400,- 
100,000 worth of bonds. Two hundred 
million dollars' worth of thes0 bonds 
were offered at popular subscription 
and subscribed five times'over. The 
aw says that the proceeds -of this sale 
of those bonds shall be used "to de- 
ray the expenditures authorized on ac- 
count of the existing war (such' pro- 
ceeds, when received, to be used only 
'or the purpose of meeting such war 
expenditures). It is held by the law 
officers of the Government that the 
nsurrection in the Philippines is to all 
ntenta" and purposes part of the "ex- 
sting war" with Spain. Congress, too, 
authorized the increase in the army af- 
er peace was declared. 


It can be said on the authority of 


Treasury officials who have been giv- 
ng the matter careful study for sever- 
al weeks that the Fifty-sixth Congress 
will not lessen the war taxes imposed 
by tbe act of June 13, 1898. In some 
quarters the clamor for a reduction of 
hese taxes has already begun, but the 
enormous expenditures to be incurred 
n the next two years not only forbid 
he curtailment of these special taxes, 
jut requires an enlargement of the 
jeneral scheme and the stoppage of 
loles through which those supposed to 
have been taxed have escaped. 


It has become apparent to the.reve- 


nue officials that If any adequate in- 
crease in revenues is to be realized it 
must come from further imposition of 
stamp taxes. Just where to impose 
hese taxes is a-question now bother- 
ng those in charge. For several weeks 
data have been quietly gathered and 
recommendations to the Secretary are 
>eing formulated.

It began with en 
assault upon anti-Semites by anarch- 
ists and socialists and 'then, when the 
police, arrived they 'became the com- 
mon enemy and were ferociously at- 
tacked." 


The disorder spread everywhere. 


Angry men seized tanives * and clubs 
and threw themselves into *£he fight. 
The rallying cries of "Vive l'A«nee!' 
and "Vive la Repabliqaet" marked a 
man as friend or foe and he was struck 
down or sustained. In the earlier skir- 
mishes the police were defeated and 
that seemed to give the rioterr new 
test."

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The striking" scenes of the dav.were 


enacted at the churches of St, Maor 
and St. Joseph. The inflamed mob 
stormed both of them sad proceeded 
jo dismantle tinam at once. ^Sacred 
wafers were torn from the alters and 
thrown into the street, there' tj> be 
rampled upon. 
Sacred Images wera 


smashed, tabernacles broken open and 
holy pictures riddled. To *he aid of 


ice rallied faithful pariBhtomers an- 


xious to save their nouses of worship, 
but they were overpowered asSl thrust 
aside. Then the torch, the Javorlt? 
weapon of the commune, was applied. 
As the oriobs fled from the'burning 
hurdies the firemen came and quickly 
mothered the flames. Next? tihere was 
a rush tor SL Nikolas, .but the police 
irevented Its destruction; 
The last stand of the night was 


made in the Eastern, rallicar station, 
where the .police were re-enforced by 
the Republican Guard, who frequently 
charged ittoe rioters. The latter met 
Che ^oaBlaugnts-wMli. *alvejr:$aid sjjto 
fired ^ few shots, TSae |>6Jkse were 
finally victorious and tookjlwenty-five' 
prisoners. It was an ominous night 
n Paris. Crowds thronged Jtfoe streets 
and everywhere there was display of 
military force. 


There is every indication that there 


will 'be more trouble and that.,3rance 
aces a serious crisis cannot -be doubt- 
ed. Sebastian Taure led dn the origin- 
al attack of *he anarchists. He headed 
an assemblage of 1000'men <that; gath- 
ered early in the day in the Rue la 
Republique, and it was ihe who urged 
his insane followers to the first acts 
of violence. When he found Ms mad- 
dened cohorts beyond ibis "•obntrol'.'iie 
made a cowardly attempt to leave them, 
but the police nabbed him. Official re- 
ports show that 360'persons are in 
lospitals and many of them will die. 
The police made 150 arrests; and It is 
understood that many more' will be 
taken into custody.

HIS VISIT TO KAU AND KONA 


-Facts and Pigures from Actual 


sutts Show Coffee Culture 


to b* a Success. 


"Have you any objection to being in- 


- iterviewed, Mr. Castle, on your recent 


4rip to Hawaii?" 


"None whatever, only there is not 


much, to say about the volcano, for I 
wrote quite fully of the eruption on 
tbe return of our party from the source 
of the flow, all of which the public has 
seen, as weli-as Mr. Rhodes' very en- 
tertaining account published in the 
Star. I hear from visitors just down 
from Hawaii that earthquakes still 
continue. One resident of Hilo says he 
thinks that there is a shake at least 
every thirty-six hours. It 
certainly 


flocks as though the volcanic activity 
is not yet spent I believe that there 
mill be further eruptions and not ttn- 
Jikely a heavy flow of pahoehoe. Tour- 
ists will yet see sometbtngvwell worth 
a journey from the East or even fur- 
sther away." 


?You did not return with, most of 


:your party. Where did you go after 
they left?* 


"I had business in Kona, so rode 


overland from Kilauea to Kailua, tak- 
ing about ten days on the trip. I have 
beard so much about the failure of 
•coffee as a possible industry at the 
Islands that I made a special examina- 
tion of that crop, looking for informa- 
tion among those who are planting. A 
little has been planted in Kan. As you 
know that is a very windy district and 
many have predicted failure from that 
•cause. But I found not only consider- 
able amounts of what is called wild 
•coffee, which looked clean and healthy 
and bearing a good crop this season, 
but learned that a number of persona 
liave set out small lots with coffee" and 
where It has been planted in valleys 
•or other sheltered spots It Is doing re- 
markably well. The deep gorges and 
recesses back-tit Hilea, especially on 
those homesteads which were set off in 
Ninole, have been utilized to quite an 
•extent for the purpose." 


"No one doubts. Mr. Castle," said 


the reporter, "that coffee will grow 
.most anywhere in the Islands, but can 
it be grown so as to pay, at present 
prices? Can a poor man go into that 
industry and support a family?" 


"Yes, unquestionably. Let me go on 


and tell simply What I saw and what 
cultivators tell me. I believe that Ko- 
na is preeminently the place for suc- 
cessful coffee-growing in these Isl- 
ands, but hear this from Kan: One 
planter said: 'My field of about ten 
acres gave me its first crop- (more than 
a few stray berries) last year. It was 
carefully picked. I rejected all green 
or partly ripe berries, so my pickers 
learned that they lost money to pick 
contrary to orders. My total crop was 
eighty-lour bags. Fourteen of these, 
after careful sorting, I kept here and 
sold for what! could get, ranging from 
8 to 12 cents. Seventy bags went to 
California end I got IS cents a pound 
for it, and the brokers' say that -for 
such coffee they will guarantee always 
the best price. Yes, It paid me. After 
deducting all expenses, I shall have'be- 
tween $300 and $400- clear profit over 
all expenses for the year, and believe 
that a larger Held will do correspond- 
ingly well. This year there will be a 
fuller crop. For the first year my 
field cost me 120 for price of land and 
fencing per sere; clearing the land $25; 
Voicing and planting $15, and weeding 
and pruning, $24, so that aside from 
cost of the land it cost $64 per acre. 
The next year the expense, was, of 
course, much less, and U will be so 
«ach year.* This planter regards cof- 
fee as an assured success. 


"In South Kona I found Hr. Buch- 


holz' farm at Papa one of the prettiest 
and most Inviting places in the Islands. 
He has a beautiful home with tasteful 
surroundings. The house-lot Is a love- 
ly picture. Rose* and other flowers 
are- growing with great luxuriance. 
Fruit hat began to repay his experi- 
ments in tree-planting, and by his In- 
telligent work a problem Is likely to 
te solved; that is, can the fruits of 
the temperate zones be grown here ad- 
vantageously? But his is a coffee 
farm, and bis fields are refreshing to 
the eye. There can be no doubt that 
IIP will be absolutely successful. His 
farm is a model in soother respect He 
believes, and 'has put his belief to a 
practical test, that the farm should teed 
Its occupants. Cattle, fowls, swine are 
raised and well fed. In their turn they 
give a Isrge amount to feed tbe fann- 
er and his servant*. If there were a 
market, a surplus could today be sold. 
Potato*!, grain, vegetables, small fruit, 
sll are In plenty. And such a cUmta' 
It la simply perfect Nowhere Ik tub 
Islands can tbe equal be found. .No. 
I did not get Mr. Bochnoii* figures, 
but, with an evident Urge outlay, 
there I« An abundance to show as Jts 
remit. Such resident* are valuable 
for anr district. Hfi work has not 
been wlftshlr confined to bin own farm.

fee has been planted and is looking 
well The wild coffee is healthy, and 
on the outside of the thickets Is bear- 
ing heavily this year. Coffee was be- 
ginning to ripen and contracts were 
being entered Into for picking. Fifty 
centrper 100 pounds of cherries seems 
to be the standard for this crop. It 
takes about 600 pounds of cherries to 
make a hundred pounds of dry and 
cleaned coffee^ and I found contracts 
were being made at the rate of 6 cents 
a pound for clean, dry coffee, bagged 
and ready for the market This in- 
cludes the picMng and every other 
process to prepare and bag the crop 
for shipment There are some who 
do not go to that expense. This seems 
to be the costly branch of coffee culti- 
vation. A successful planter .gave 
some interesting figures. Twenty-four 
acres of plants, all young, but In early 
bearing, In rough and very rocky land, 
costs $300 a year to keep dean and 
free from weeds, or about $1 an acre 
per month. This represents the ex- 
pense of neighboring fields of like soil. 
He understands that in Napoopoo, 
where plows can *e used, the cultiva- 
tion'Is better and expense less. The 
same planter gives these figures as tbe 
cost from picking to delivery of mar- 
ketable coffee:

"These figures are not theoretical, 


but the average of more than one crop, 
and represent a bundred pounds of cof- 
fee bagged and ready for. shipment. 


"I might give much more, but have 


now taken too much of your time. But 
let me add that instead of discourage- 
ment the country has- every reason to 
be encouraged at the coffee outlook. 
Picking is of the greatest importance, 
for a little unripe fruit will make a 
bag of coffee nearly unsaleable. T>ere 
should be a coffee Inspector and our 
product be graded. 
, 
"I am convinced that the industry 


will afford to many thousands of fam- 
ilies a comfortable, secure and clean 
living, -with something^ to spare after 
each crop is sold."

SUGAR MACHINERY. 


American Sugar Co 'a Plant the 


Largest Ever Shipped Here. 


The American Sugar Company has 


recently placed a contract with Mr. 0. 
B. Stittman of New York for Sugar 
machinery for a new plantation at the 
Hawaiian Islands. This win be sup- 
plied by a dozen or more manufactur- 
ers In Various sections of the East, and 
the contract calls for tbe expenditure 
of 1400,000. The crushing plant will 
consist of three 84x84 inch three roll 
mills, and will fcsve a daily capacity 
for 1200 tons cane. Referring to th 
matter the New York Commercial of 
the Uth says: "Tbe plantation coven 
some 93,000 acres of extremely fertile 
land. One single tract comprises 8000 
acres of the finest oane lands, which 
are situated all below the 400 feet level 
Tbe plantation is expected to yield 
from six to eight tons of sugar per 
acre. It ts believed that tbe American 
Sugar Oo.'s expenditure wfll reach fl,- 
700,000 before tbe estate will be in per- 
fect running shape. This plant will

Issue Bonds. 


To tke Asrant of Two art « Hslf MBUoss- 


Mosejr to fee Used u 


The stockholders of the Hawaiian 


Commercial & Sugar Company have al- 
most unanimously acceded to the pro- 
ject, already outlined In these columns 
on two or three occasions, of issuing 
bonds for raising money for perma- 
nent improvements. 


A special meeting of the stockhold- 


ers was held in San Francisco on Au- 
gust 19, at which It was decided 4>y a 
vote of 92,165 shares, represented out 
of the total of 100.000, to Jsaue bonds 
for (2,600,000, secured by the property 
of the company, bearing Interest at 6 
per cent per annum, maturing In twen- 
ty years. In the absence of President 
Henry P. Baldwin, who is on the Isl- 
ands,'Vice President Albert Meyer was 
chosen chairman. Secretary George 
M, Bolph read the notice to stockhold- 
ers, which sets forth that the corpora- 
tion proposed to increase the bonded 
indebtedness to the amount of $2,500,- 
.000 for the purpose of paying oft all 
debts now outstanding against the 
company, reconstructing and Increas- 
ing the milling capacity, increasing its 
water supply for irrigation, construct- 
ing a new ditch, erecting irrigation 
pumps and fdr reconstructing its rail- 
way and adding to,its rolling stock. 


Chairman Meyer explained that the 


bonds were to be secured by all * the 
property possessed by the company, 
and to Be issued as the money should 
be needed. A mortgage and deed of 
trust is to be given to the Union Trust 
Company of San Francisco for 
the 


total amount that will be retired. The 
Improvements, he stated, were abso- 
lutely necessary to Increase the capac- 
ity of the output The railway had to 
be reconstructed, a new ditch had to 
be fcuilt, and the mew mill it was In- 
tended to erect, which was to surpass 
any mill in the Islands, would cost 
about $600,000. The present floating 
debt of the company was $2,100,000. 
That the company had $516,355 worth 
of BUgar^floating, and 3,290 tons await- 
ing shipment, the sale of which would 
reduce the debt to $136,000. Wallace 
M. Alexander, representing the largest 
number of shares, offered the resolu- 
tion for the issuance of the bonds, all 
the stockholders voting in favor of it, 
and instructed the chairman and sec- 
retary to file the certificate with the 
County Clerk and the Secretary of 
State, as reijulred by law, before issu- 
ing the bonds.

cleared. 


The crew^sre a sturdy looking lo* of 


Scotch and'English meft. They wore 
blue jerseys, bearing on the breast the 
words "Shamrock, R, U. Y. C." The 
same words appear on the yacht's 
stern. The steam yacht Erin flies, be- 
sides Sir Thomas Lipton's private sig- 
nal, the colors of the Royal Ulster 
Yacht Club. 


After tihe yachts ihad anchored in the 


upper bay Captain Archie Hogarth of 
the Shamrock said: 


"Tbe Shamrock behaved •beautifully 


I em more Chan satisfied with her. In 
fact, I am delighted, because my most 
sanguine anticipations have been more 
than realised. But I will say this, 
that, gleeful as I am with the behavior 
of tie boat, I was more surprised wi 
tbe generous reception whieh she got 
from the time we were abreast of San- 
dy Hook." 


With Sir Thomas Lipton's private 


signal, a shamrock on a gold ground,

The same charge of frivolity has beeji 
made against the French by the En- 
glish people, for a,hundred years, but 
the French, /people appear to make 
themselves, seriously conspicuous be- 
fore Europe,.and they have aolved 
some of the social problems much more 
intelligently than the English have 
done. 


Mr. Ransome thinks that the Jap- 


anese have no love for the foreigners, 
and while they are polite to them, 
have no desire to become socially 
friendly. This 'is true, just as it has 
been true for centuries that the people 
of one civilized nation never become 
socially friendly ,wlth the people of 
other civilized -nations. In the rural 
districts of .the United States an En- 
glishman is still regarded with suspi- 
cion, 'and would not be trusted with

even a minor political office, while a 
EYenthman would be, as a rule, black- 
balled socially and politically. 


The Japanese have treated foreigners 


with unusual courtesy, but the tourists 
want the Japanese to be friendly In a 
sense which European nations decline 
to show iowardB each other. It can- 
not be expected that a people, wtoo 
have a civilization of their own of 
which they are proud, and are governed 
by active traditions and 'habits of 
thought, will uproot them more quickly 
than the Irish and Germans will affil- 
iate socially and politically. 


Mr. Ransome presents a natural but 


curious view of the Japanese attitude 
towards Christianity. He says that She 
thinkers, including many of the states- 
men, have 'been extremely anxious to 
ascertain if Christianity is.the cause of 
the 'material prosperity of the Christ- 
ian nations. If it is one of the dom- 
inant factors in making rich and war- 
like nations, then It should be, they 
said, adopted by the Empire, for good 
"business reasons," just as the.

A. Work Her*.

Walter C. Weedon, president of the 


Honolulu Y. M. C. A., is in the city en 
route borne from Cleveland, where he 
has *been on a visit Mr.-Weedon was 
for years a resident of Kansas City, 
and at the solicitation of friends 


• stopped over here a couple of days for 


the purpose of delivering an address at 
the T. M. C. A. on the occasion of the 
opening of tne new auditorium yester- 
day. 


When living in Kansas City Mr. 


Weedon -was located at the 
stock 


yards, where he represented the Bur- 
ton Stock Cat Company. In Honolulu 
he is in tne real estate and insurance 
business and was one of the most act- 
ive of the revolutionists, who trans- 
formed the Kingdom of Hawaii into a 
republic and made possible its annexa- 
tion by the United States. For dis- 
tinguished services, covering a period 
of five years, from January, 1893, when 
_the Queen was deposed, up to the an- 
nexation of the Islands by this Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Weedon is One of the for- 
ty who are privileged to wear a bronze 
cross as a badge of honor for services 
rendered the Republic of Hawaii. 


"Wheat I located at Honolulu," said 


Mr. Wjeedon, -"I adopted that country 
as my country and did not again ex- 
pect to become a citizen of the United 
^States'/but the latter has reached out 
and taken* us in and never did this 
Government do a better act It is al- 
ways a matter of concern when we 
take a new member into the family as 
we were taken In, and we hope to be a 
credit to it 
When yon know more 


about us yon will be just as glad as 
we are that Hawaii. is part of the 
United States. I nave lived in Hono- 
lulu for the past eight years continu- 
ally and have been there on and off 
for tbe past sixteen, and the more I see 
of it the more do I realize what a 
wonderful land it is. The mistaken 
impression prevails that the climate is 
hot, tropical in its nature. I suffered 
more with, the heat in Cleveland than 
I ever did in the Hawaiian Islands. 
The highest; -the thermometer ever 
. gets la'86 and that is "at noon. The 
lowest point li reaches is 56, early In 
the morning, and I have yet to see the 
night when a quilt was uncomfortable 
on tne, bed. In Cleveland a sheet 'was 
often too much.- In the\flfty years that' 
a record iaa been Tcept of the temper- 
ature in "Honolulu the thermometer has 
only once reached 92. 
rrhe'scenery te grand and impress- 


ive and the people are hospitable and 
intelligent In Honolulu you will find 
keen, wideawake business men and 
there is not a braver,, truer band of 
men In the world than the American 
colony in that city. Honolulu Is a, cos- 
mopolitan 'city with all the modern 
convenience the world affords. The 
hotel accommodations are unexcelled, 
but are somewhat crowded Just at pres- 
ent owing to the heavy influx of visit- 
ors from the United "States, many of 
whom have come to stay. The tele- 
phone is more common theife than in 
Kansas City, for there Is not a, well- 
paid mechanic in the city who hasn't 
one-in the house. 
"The chief Industry is the raising of 


sugar and this has been reduced to a 
science. We have an agricultural as- 
sociation thathds analysed the soil 
of every acre of sugar land,, and it is 
known to a pound almost how much 
the lanM will produce and what Is 
necessary to make it more productive. 
The average yield is six tons to the 
acre, but frequently it runs as nigh as 
ten and thirteen. This can be raised 
and loaded on ship board At » cost of 
ISO a ton and'will sell for |9Q in the 
United States. You wfll see that our 
sugar plantations are far ahead ef any- 
thing similar on the Mainland. Aa a 
matter of fact there is no spot on 
earth where capital and tabor can se- 
cure better returns than in the Hawaii- 
an Islands. Take the city itself. There 
are more millionaires in Honolulu 
than any city of its size in the world, 
it is really the richesjt in the world. 
And yet there were people who didn't 
want the United States to take those 
Islands. Had we not been annexed it 
was only a question of time when som# 
other power would nave secured the 
rich prize. 
"The people of Hawaii are well ed- 


ucated u there is a law that compels 
children ."between the ages of 6 and 14 
to attend schooL. You will find less 
illiteracy there than in any country on 
the globe. It is almost impoaaible to 
find a person, native or otherwise, be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 70 who cannot 
read. xThe native population is very 
religious, but most of the people lean 
to tbe Catholic faith, as tbe workers 
of tbat denomination go right into the 
villages and live tbe same life as the 
natives, gaining their confidence and; 
doing a good work.

Called Down by Japanese 


Government. 


Admonish fed to "Keep Out of Politics 


and Behave Themselvealn 


Every Way. 


The Minister of Home Affairs has 


taken a step whidi is as opportune a 
the present moment as it is decided! 
uncomplimentary to the Buddhists says 
the Japan Weekly Times. The head 
priests of the different Buddhist sects 
throughout the country, who had teen 
summoned to the capital a few -days 
ago, were received in a body by Mar- 
quis Saigo at the Home Office on Mon 
day morning, when, as elsewhere 
stated, they were told in substance 
that they should refrain from any ac 
that might be at variance with that 
provision of the Constitution by which 
Japanese subjects are guaranteed free- 
dom of worship. They were reminded 
of the-recent Imperial Rescript on th« 
operation of the new treaties, and in- 
structed to see that mo act inconsis- 
tent with the respect due to the Im- 
perial command conveyed in that Res- 
cript is committed by anybody under 
their respective onarge. Mr. Komat- 
subara, who also addressed a few 
words of admonition to the high 
priests, was even mofe outspoken 
than 'his chief. The Vice-Minister re- 
gretted to observe a tendency among 
Buddhists to mix themselves up with 
politics* in view of which fact he wish- 
ed it to be distinctly understood that 
In the event of any disorderly conduct 
on tihe part of Buddhists, the latter 
must be prepared for a sharp and sum- 
mary dealing by the Government. He 
tnerefore, felt it his duty to call the at- 
tention of the 'heads of the different 
sects *o keep a strict supervision over 
tiheir subordinates, so that there might 
ie no necessity for the Government to 
lave resource to such painful measures 
as had already been alluded to. 
It 


•will be evident from the tone of their 
remarkable speeches, that the Minister 
and Vice-Minister of State felt it ne- 
cessary for them to put down their 
feet decisively and once for all upon 
the various absurd 
projects which

placed under the special protection of 
ie Government. Some of them are 
also reported to have under contempla- 
tion measures of a more doubtful 
character/to resist the inroads of 
Christian missionaries.

So we cannot believe that much 
as Buddhists are perturbed at the 
sight of the phantom witch they have 
called forth out of nothing, their illu- 
sion will be dispelled, as soon as they 
discover the ,fact that the mixed resi- 
dence of foreigners will not apprecia- 
bly improve the position of Christiani- 
ty In this country.
